GRADED WAR TAX ON THEATERS. 


3.—The Finance Committee 
of the Senate, having in charge the proposed 
war tax bill, has decided to heed the protests 
from thousands of theater managers from every 
section of the country, and the bill when re- 
ported out will embody as a component part, 
a graduated tax, as follows: 

A tax of $25 annually on theaters up to 300 
seating capacity. 

A tax of $50 
300 to 600.

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COPYRIGHT LAWS 
BEING ENFORCED 


By the American Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers in New York as the Entering Wedge 
to Nation-Wide Demands for Revenues 


Under the Law 


New York, Oct. 3.—The first of this month 

was an eventful day in the buainess of writing 
and publishing music. On that date the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors and Pypb- 
lishers made their first demands for revenues 
from New York hotel and restaurant keepers 
who wish to play music controlled, by copy- 
right, through the membership of the organi- 
gation. . 
Several preliminary meetings between direct- 
ors of the ‘society any members of the hotel 
and restaurant associations and schedules had 
been announced that were, in the opinion of 
the hotel and restaurant men, excessive and 
eo much of a burden financially that threats 
were made to stop all ‘music with meals’’ and 
to banish orchestras from hotel dining rooms, 
dance cafes and rotundas. 

October 1 the society presented a revised 
schedule; but the hotel and restaurant men, as 
separate associations, ignored it and declared 
that they would play only such music as might 
be published by people who were outside the 
membership of the society. However, individual 
restauranteurs and bonifaces decided, in gome 
cases, to accept the society's terms. 

Churchill's Restaurant was the first to agree 
to play ‘“‘society’’ music and pay the license; 
George Rector, Faust's and the Hotels Knicker- 
hocker ang Martinique followed, and the direct- 
ors of the seciety expect that one by one the 
majority of New York restaurant and hotel 
keepers wil] agree to terms and take out society 


- Heenses. 


A fact not generally known, but made ap- 
Parent through a test case recently decided, 
is that the writers of a son, or musical com- 
position—previding they place same on a royal- 
ty basis with a publisher and not sell it out- 
right—retain the exclusive performing rights 
themselves or individually, as the case may be. 
The publisher, according to this interpretation 
of the copyright law, has only publishing rights 
unless otherwise explicitly stated in the con- 
tract. 

The above may have some bearing on a con- 
dition that will certainly be determined later 
on the fact that hotels, and possibly theater 
orchestras and singers, will require licenses to 
play or sing songs hereafter. 7 

A great deal of confusion followed the edict 
issued by Nathan Burkan, counsel of Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, that the organization intended to fully 
enforce al] the provisions of the law in regard 
to the above places. Mr. Healy of the Restau- 
rant Men's Association declareq that he would 
either discharge the orchestras in his own 
Places and omit music altogether or have them 
Play nothing but the classics before he would 
submit to the new ruling. 

This will be easier said than done, however, 
as the public are the final arbiters of such 
disputes as a genera) thing, and their well- 
known preference for the latest popular ragtime 
airs for dancing and promenade music most 
assuredly will have to be taken into considera- 
tion. Certainly the law is a grand little thing 
for the hard-working song writers, providing 
they receive the benefits in a monetary way 
this society proposes to collect for them, 

The A. 8. of C., A. and P. contains on its 
rolls most of the prominent lyricists, composers 
and publishers of America, with the addition 
daily of the few that are just waking up to 
the movement. It is affiliated with similar 
bodies in Austria, England and Italy. France 
has a very strong society of the kind, and 
immediately following the cessation of the pres- 
ent war an understanding with the French or- 
ganization will be reached, ° 

These alliances, together with their exten- 
tive membership, will give the American so- 
clety a world-wide {nfluence never before en- 
joyed and ample and adequate means with 
which to collect the royalties from hotel or- 
chestras that the American copyright law says 
Plainly shoula be theirs, 

From five to fifteen dollars a month, aceord- 


ing to the size and importance of the hotel 
or restaurant, is the rate that such p'aces will 
have to pay hereafter This applies to the 
whole country. Infringement of the Jaw will 


entail a possible penalty of one hundred dollars 
for the first offense, all the way to imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year for continned tn- 


fractions The soctety will not deal with or- 
chestra leaders, but direct with hotel owners, 
The action of the organization is based on 


a decision made by Judge Lacomb tn the United 
c New York City some 
time ago in the case of John Church Co. of 


Cincinnati against the Hotel Vanderbilt, New 
York, which was decided in favor of the plain- 
tir. 

The publisher will receive one-third of all 
royalties collected, the author one-third and the 
composer a like portion, after the society has 
deducted necessary expenses of collection. A 
complete system of espionage will be estab- 
lished immediately, and we may shortly look 
for the slippery sleuth who will track down the 
dainty ditties and bring their performers speed- 
ily to their senses ¢n case they haven't chipped 
in their little contribution to the long-suffering 
song writers of the land.

New York, Sept. 30.—The Third meeting of 
the Catholic Actors’ Guild of America was held 
at the Hotel Astor Tuesday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 29. Emmet T. Corrigan, .the president 
of the organization, which aims to bring about 
a better understanding between the Catholle 
laity and members of the theatrical profession 
of the Roman faith, presided. ‘The Rev. John 
Talbot Smith addressed the meeting, and in a 
few well chosen words outlined the principles 
and ideals of the recently formed association, 
which contains the names of William Courtleigh, 
Harry Conor, George M. Cohan, Jere Cohan, 
Donald Brian, William Kelly, Wilton Lackaye, 
Frank Keenan, Eva Condon, Edna Archer Craw- 
ford, Norma Grayson and numerous other lead- 
ing lights of the present-day stage on its mem- 
bership rolls. 

The matter of requesting Cardinal Farley to 
designate a church conveniently situated in New 
York City at which the pastor will celebrate 
a midnight mass every Sunday was thoroughly 
discussed. It was finally agreed that a com- 
mittee, consisting of Emmet Corrigan, George 
M. Cohan and Edna Archer Crawford, should 
wait upon Cardinal Farley and submit the mat- 
ter, which was put in the form of a resolution, 
for His Eminence’s consideration. The subject 
of a mission to be held yearly was brought be- 
fore the assemblage and the idea was adopted 
as an excellent and feasibie method of increas- 
ing ‘the membership. The late James E. Sullivan’s 
recent death called for an eulogistic speech by 
the Rev. J. T. Smith, and the motion was 
carried calling for an expression of condolence 
to the family of the former second vice-preel- 
dent of the Guild. Arthur E. Colburne was 
elected to the vacant office. 

As a result of the Guild's deliberations a 
requiem mass will be arranged for yearly, for 
the repose of deceased Catholic members of the 
theatrical profession. 

The Catholic Actors’ Guild of America has 
an enrollment at present of 370 men and women 
engaged in theaterdom’s various branches, and 
is growing steadily. At a date, to be set later 
by a committee, which will be appointed by 
President Corrigan, the Guild: will tender a 
reception to Cardinal Farley. This will take 
place some time in November, and will un- 
doubtedly be an elaborate function, as extensive 
preparations will be made for the event.

Passing of Well-Known Vaude- 
ville Booking Manager Will 
Cause Keen Regret to En- 
tire Profession 


New York, Oct. 5.—Phillip F. Nash, who has 
been executive manager of the United Booking 
Offices for over ten years, died at his home in 
Upper Broadway, New York, Sunday, October 4. 
With the exception of a few years, when be 
was employed as manager of Proctor’s Albany 
Theater, Mr. Nash had been in the employ of 
B. F. Keith, starting as manager of Keith's 
Bijou, Philadelphia, when he left The Philadel- 
phia Evening Star to enter Mr. Keith's employ. 
While be was in Albany for Mr. Proctor he met 
and married the widow of an Albany policitian, a 
Mr. Ryan. The girls now known to the stage 
as Mary and Florence Nash were the daughters 
of Mrs. Ryan, and after their mother’s marriage 
to Mr. Nash they adopted the name of Nash 
for stage purposes. Always employed at a 
splendid salary, Mr. Nash leaves his widow 
abundantly provided for. 

The deceased was one of the most widely 
known men in vaudeville, and his personal 
friends are numbered by hundreds. Although 
52 years of age, he was possessed of a young 
heart and was more active and industrious than 
many men much younger than himself. 

There is real grief and regret because of the 
passing of Phil Nash, and he will be missed 
from bis post by hundreds who have met him 
in business and who will sincerely mourn his 
departure.

Of course, I will 
admit Mr. Rossiter was a \ttle careless with 
his language and he offended the bors, but a 
gentleman had no reason to get offended. 

Boys—I've ‘seen a Johnny-new-comer, music 
booster, go into a theater (after he got past 
the stage door man), ron up and down the 
stairs, knocking from door to door—ryelling, 
laughing, kidding, slapping performers on the 
back, fooling with some of the stage hands, 
using obscene language, etc. 

The sooner some of our bors get to under- 
stand that this is a business like any other 
business, the sooner they know that the theater 
is not a play ground, the sooner they know 
that Mr. Jack Norworth’s name is ‘‘Jack"’ only 
to his Immediate friends (for example). just so 
soon will they be respected and admitted to 
every first-class theater. 


I think that the gentlemen in the Board of 
Trade would do well to look into this evil and 
discharge any of their help guilty of such 
conduct. . 

There are plenty of centlemen out of work. 
+ In conclusion, dear reader, I want to assure 
you that it Is not my intention to make this 
column a serious affair. In the next contri- 
bution I sball try and get some “‘laughs’’ from 
tin pan alley for you. Trusting that I have 
not bored you—accept my best wishes.

Chunks Last Week 


Tom Sullivan Came Through Cincinnati En Route 
to St. Louis Oct. 3 for a Conference With 
Butler, and Gave Out to Friends Many 
Details of the Peace Proposals — 

in the Burlesque War 


The past week has been a momentous one in 
the burlesque field, and while the conditions 
point to an early adjustment, at the present 
writing it is next to impossible to confirm the 
many rumors and reports regarding the various 
houses and shows. 

Tom Sullivan was in Cincinnati last Satur- 
day, en route to St. Louis, where it is reported 
he was to have a conference with James W. 
Butler. While in Cincinnati Mr. Sullivan gave 
out to friends many particulars of the peace 
proposals in the present imbrog)io. 

That the Columbia Amusement Company will 
be in absolute control of the situation there is 
not a shadow of a doubt; it is certain that the 
Progressives have lost a number of their best 
houses and shows, although emphatic denials 
are reported from several holders of franchises 
on the Procressive Circuit, who were among 
those named as switching to the older circuit. 


The Progressives are without a house in 
Chicago; it is certain that they have lost 
Sullivan's Majestic, Indianapolis; the Star, St. 


Paul; Star, Toronto; Garden, Buffalo, and Troca- 
dero, Philadelphia. An air of mystery surrounds 
Sam Levey'’s houses, the Empire in Cleveland 
and the Cadillac in Detroit; each report that 
Levey has flopped, being followed by strenuous 
denials from Levey himself. 

Joe Oppenheimer’s Fay Foster Company is 
already playing a Columbia house; so is Beatty’s 
Revue of 1915; Issy Weingartner’s September 


Morning Glories is booked for the Gayety, Brook- 
lyn; Tom Sullivan's Monte Carlo Girls, Sim 
Williams’ two shows, The Girls From Joy- 
land and Moorish Maids, will next week play 
Columbia houses, while Frank Calder’s High 
Life Gipis and Charles Taylor's Tanco Girls are 
reported assigned to the Columbia Annex Cir- 
cuit. 

A number of shows have been dropped from 
the Columbia Annex Wheel; these inclade Hugh 
Shutt’s Folly Burlesquers, which was scheduled 
to play the Victoria, Pittsburg, last week; T. 
W. Dinkin’s second show, the Yankee Doodle 
Girls, and Charles Daniels’ Whirl of Mirth. The 
latter show closed at the Standard, Cincinnati, 
Saturday night. Shutt, wpon being canceled at 
the Victoria, attempted to secure an injunction, 
but the court held that he had no remedy at 
law. This means also that Shutt's Folly Thea- 
ter in Detroit will be dropped from the Columbia 
Annex Circuit. 

All of Jake Wells’ theaters, which have been 
playing Columbia Annex shows in the Southern 
citis, have been closed; business has been very 
poor since the opening of the season, with the 
exception of certain spots; some of the shows 
playing the Southern territory have been re- 
ported as doing less than $1,000 gross on the 
week. 

When the adjustment is made it is more than 
probable that the main wheel of the Columbia 
will consist of 36 and possibly 40 houses 


HYDE & BEHMAN-COLUMBIA CO. SUIT. 


New York, Sept. 29.—The Columbia Amuse- 
ment Co. are the defendants in a damage ac- 
counting and injunction suit for $25,000, 
brought against them by the Hyde & Behman 
Amusement Co., of Newark, N. J., in the 
United States District Court yesterday. The 
plaintiff, lessee of four theaters, two in Brook- 
lyn, one in Pittsburg and one in Chicago, de- 
clares that the Columbia Company, made up of 
a series of burlesque shows, on August 19. 
1913, subleased the four theaters and made an 
agreement to play its companies at each of the 
four theaters on a percentage basis. 

It is alleged in the complaint of the Hyde & 
Behman Company that the agreement was vio- 
lated and that the Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany, last summer, acquired rival houses in 
Pittsburg and Chicago, in the vicinity of the 
Hyde & Behman playhouses, and produced its 
shows in them. By this breach of the agree- 
ment, the plaintiff alleges, its profits from the 
Pittsburg and Chicago theaters have been 
greatly impaired.

In 
the big company of women, who hold attention 
much of the time, there is abundance above 
everything else; avoirdupois gives way to 
trimness of figure, and Watson piles change 
upon change of expensive and flashy wardrobe 
upon them. In observing Johnnie Jess one is 
impressed with his legitimate methods of por- 
traying an Irishman. Nobody with a drop of 
Irish in their system need feel ashamed of the 
Jess interpretation of the Celt. Given his own 
way, provided with sufficient material of the 
proper kind, and allowed latitude to work out 
his own ideas, Jess would be a revelation to 
audiences in legitimate theaters. In the Watson 
Show he goes along with unblemished portrayals 
until the final scene, when, in working opposite 
to Watson, there seem to be some instructions 
given him to ‘“‘coarsen up’’ his work; and it’s 
a credit to bis versatility to relate that he can 
impersonate the drunkenest drunken man that 
anybody might imagine. Previous to the 
“‘souse’’ scene Jess was neat and clean in all 
his essays at comedy; he got laughs on legiti- 
mate lines, and got them so regularly and 
surely that his personality is the pleasantest 
recollection of the Billy Watson evening.—

THE FROLIQUES OF 1915. 
(Reviewed at the Prospect, New York.) 


New York, Oct. 2.—The Froliques of 1915 
is a burlesque entertainment of considerable 
merit, but would profit greatly by the curbing of 
an inclination on the part of several members 
of the company to inject unnecessarily blue 
material into the otherwise interesting pro- 
ceedings. Al S. Weston, who plays a Dutch- 
man only fairly as regards characterization, 
but very well indeed as to an understanding 
and grasp of comedy values, is the worst of- 
fender in the matter of smutty interjections 
and dialogue. Thomas A. Rrooks, a cracker- 
jack black-face comedian, with a pair of nim- 
ble feet, runs Weston a ctose second in the 
race for questionable honors in the use of 
objectionable stuff. Neither need resort to the 
sort of gags and talk they are pulling at 
present. Present day burlesque is not in need 
of the uncovering stunt either that Simone 
deBeryl introduces as the piece de resistance 
of a pantomimic offering. entitled Mon-Ami. in 
which she is supported by Emile Agoust and 
several members of the troupe. The silent 
playlet carries a poorly painted interior of a 
Parisian cellar and is an Apache affair. Mlle. 
deBeryl has oodles of talent. She can act 
intelligently, sinz piquantly, pantomime ex- 
pressively and dance gracefully. Added to 
these qualifications she possesses an elaborate 
wardrobe which she wears with the chic and 
elegance of manner that the French actress is 
heir to, but the Mon-Ami thing is all wrong. 
In Ray Montgomery the show has a straight 
man who is strong on good looks, knows how 
to dress classily and handles dialogue in nifty 
fashion. An excellently trained and  onice- 
appearing chorus of slender and youthful girlies 
helps out wonderfully. A skating bit by Steve 
Mulane, a specialty by La Vieta Sisters, and 
a cowboy number led by an unprorrammed 
chap, who proved himself a first-rate hard 
shoe dancer, were features that were well 
liked by the Prospect audience Anna Healy 
dresses daintily, wears an attractive smile and 
sings demurely. Gussie White, a sprightly 
little girl, shows promise, tries har’ at all times 
and delivers her songs capably. The costumes 
are all new and bright and with the right sort 
of attention The Froliques can be made a top- 
notcher, at least in its present environment.—

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


PLAYS 


(Third Series), by John Galsworthy. 
(Scribner’s, $1.35 net.) A re-issue, in one vol- 
ume, of three of Galsworthy’s most recent and 
finest plays—The Fugitive, The Pigeon and The 
Mob. 

THE CHARM THAT IS BARRIE is a splen- 
did (and timely) tribute to fhe famous Eng- 
lish playwright, who is now in America, by 
John D. Williams, in The Century Magazine for 
October, 

THE THBATRE OF SCIENCE, by Robert 
Grau, is a monumental work well done. Not 
many men could cover a subject of such scope 
and magnitude as fully and completely as has 
Mr. Grau and not be heavy and prosy in spots. 

Here we have a volume of eighteen chapters 
and 380 pages, without a dull line in it. 

The book has already been reviewed in this 
column, but its readableness certainly calls 
for special mention. Broadway Publishing Co., 
New York City; $5. 

ON ACTING, by Brander Matthews. Charles 
Seribner’s Sons, New York; S8vo, 90 pp. The 
name vf Brander Matthews on the cover of 4 
book dealing with any subject connected with 
the theater always arouses the keenest anticipa- 
tion of its contents. ‘On Acting,’’ an wunpre- 
tentious little volume of about ten thousand 
words, is the latest contribution of this kind 
fran the pen of the professor of dramatic 
literature in Columbia University. The book 
makes up in dignity and distinction of etyle 


and in depth of insight for what it lacks in 
size. This is not saying, however, that the 
work is academic in the invidious sense the 


term usually implies to the popular mind, 
Prof, Matthews is no dreaming theorist. On 
the contrary he is an alert and exceedingly pro- 
found thinker with the divine gift of expressing 
himself simply and lucidly. It is this clearly 
stated and sympathetic understanding of the 
underlying principles of the actor’s art that 
will recommend the volume in question to mem- 
bers of the profession. In it, reduced to con- 
crete terme and crystallized into definitions, the 
actor will find many sentiments pertaining to 
the art and technique of his calling which must 
heretofore have been so vague and Vaporous 
that they vanished the moment he tried to pot 
his finger on them. 


Prof. Matthews has assembled a_ surprising 
number of facts in small compass. Most of 
them are facts which have been known in- 


dividually ag such for a long time. But it 
remained for them to be woked into a single 
pattern of logical demonstration—to be brought 
together for comparison and contrast, and a 
test of their relationships and compatibility. 
This involves a knowledge and discussion of the 
merits of established methods as represented 
by the tools and symbols of the thespian craft. 
Having such knowledge, the author has suc- 
ceeded admirably in his purpose. 

From the very first chapter, in which Prof, 
Matthews declares that acting is not a repre- 
sentation of life, but a representation of life 
adjusted to the perspective of the theater, he 
displays and maintains a grasp upon the prin- 
ciples of acting as actors understand, though 
they may be unable to express them. He brings 
a world of knowledge to bear on the subject. 
He conjures with names that are traditions of 
the theater, and so familiarly that you marvel? 
at the minuteness of his information regarding 
the lives of those who bore them. His pages 
abound with specific examples introduced to 
illustrate his general conelusions. His resources 
seem inexhaustible. Instinctively -you feel that 
the little book is but caviar to the banquet 
with which he could supply you if he chose. 

Not the least part of the author’s achievement 
is his able refutation of the oft-heard claim that 


the theater is going to the demnition bow-wows. 
The section given over to argument on this 
subject serves further to show the breadth of 
his information concerning the drama of all 
times and in all places, The brilliance of the 
mental processes by which he justifies his op- 
timism is inspiring. If for nothing else the 
work would be worth while for the finality and 
disnatch with which he disposes of the old and 


still prevalent stock company tradition. 
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The height of the ambitions of 
those who control The Billboard is 
to make it a useful paper.

And suppose, too, that he had had 
but little money. 

What chance would he have stood? 

Without character witnesses, or the 
means to summon them, sans capable 
counsel and charged with the most 


execrable, detestable, abominable and 
damnably abhorrent offense extant! 

Bear in mind that prosecutors, too, 
are resorting to the Mann Act more 
and more all the time, because of the 
facility with which conviction can be 
secured and because of the certainty 
that it will fetch the headlines in the 
daily press and bring the spotlight to 
bear upon the attorney for the com- 
monwealth. 

Consider the foregoing carefully and 
then ask yourself seriously if there 
is not great and urgent need of the 
Public Defender. 

If Norfolk had had a Public De- 
fender Joe Epstein would not now be 
languishing in State’s prison at Rich- 
mond. If La Crosse had enjoyed this 
great beneficence Doc Allen would not 
be in the penitentiary at Waupun, nor 
H. L. Lee under thé shadow of the 
awful charge at Indianapolis, for all 
of these men are absolutely innocent 
of the slightest intent to commercial- 
ize vice. 


Among the readers of The Billboard 
we have some of the most continent, 
chaste and virtuous people in the 
world, i. e., acrobats and athletes. 

Also we have a very large percent- 
age of folk who hold the social con- 
ventions and _ proprieties in light 
esteem, but the men of this class are 
by no means grossly licentious or 
vicious nor the women in any sense 
prostitutes. 

It is the absence of home influences, 
and the impracticability of marriage 
that is mainly responsible for their 
disregard of the moral customs and 
usages that obtain in the beau monde. 

They are Bohemians. 

Theirs is a world apart, but one. 
which nevertheless has very definite 
and fixed standards. 

They loathe commercialized vice and 
the cadet and pimp and white slaver 
with a loathing that is far more in- 
tense, ardent, unremitting and bitter 
than the pillars of the church or polite 
society can possibly know. 

Whenever a pandering male pro- 
curer is beaten up and pounded to 
the consistency of Hamburger steak, 
as is happening with commendable 
frequency of late, nine times out of 
ten it is one of our people that did the 
righteous deed. 

And so we hold that it is all wrong 
—all dead wrong—to train a law upon 
them which was never meant to be 
used against them.

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SKATING RINK NEWS 


By JULIAN T. FITZGERALD 


TO REVIVE ROLLER SKATING. 


L. M. Richardson and Patrick T. Harmon, 
preminent men in the roller skating game, and 
who were responsible for the revival of roller 
skating in Chicago back in the year 1902, will 
onee more try to make roller skating a popular 
amusement in Chicago. Mr. Richardson will 
agcin open the Collseum Rink October 21 for a 
run of 70 days or more. A new portable floor is 
being installeg by the Kenyon Co. of Waukesha, 
Wis., which will give the rink a skating sur- 
face of 30,000 square feet. There will be two 
kinds of music furnished, the $5,000 mechanical 
organ, used at the St. Louis World's Fair, will 
be used for the afternoon sessions, while a 
band will furvish music for the evening and 
Sunday sessions, The rink will be equipped with 
1,500 pairs of Richardson's best skates, and 
three sessions daily will be held. E. B. Barnes, 
well known to the skating game, is being talked 
of a8 manager, while C. A. Voight, at present 
manager of the Luna Park Rink, Cleveland, O., 
will probably be the floor manager. 

Just previous to the announcement of the 
opening of the Coliseum by Mr. Richardson came 
the announcement of Mr. Harmon, that he would 
again turn the beautiful Riverview - Ballroom, 
the former Riverview rink, into a skating rink 
again. Mr. Harmon will open his rink on the 
20th of October. The same size skating surface 
as was used jin the large banked rink, the first 


and only one of its kind in the world, will be 
used by Mr. Harmon. The ballroom that has 
been In operation since the roller skating died 


down a‘few seasons back, when converted into 
a rink, will make it one of the largest and 
finest rinks in the country. It is Mr. Harmon's 
intentions to promote some of the old-time 
championship races this winter, and he may pos- 
sibly hold the next world’s professional cham- 
plonship races. He is one of the few managers 
who has lared to promote and put up a large 
sum of money for a high-class professional meet 
fer speed skaters. The track will be about eight 
laps to the mile when officially surveyed, and 
all the world’s records made on a banked track 
are held by skaters who madg them on the Riv- 
erview track.

As usual, things in genera] are alo 
nicely with the Krause gy SB 
while being very ordinary, is not as bag as 
might be, taking into consideration the present 
condition of the South. 

There have been reports of big business in the 
carnival business from the Southern territory. 
However, same cannot be taken as authentic, 
as present cotton conditions are so that an or- 
dinary business can be considered big. 

I have taken special notice of the cotton 
market and have found it to be at a standstill 
everywhere; in fact, the Southern farmer can 
not get rid of his year crop at any amount 
that would even shew shadow of a profit. 

The present prices offered range from seven 
to eight and one-half cents a pound, which is 
below the cost of production. 

A great many are forceg to place their cot- 
ton in warehouses and place their warehous. re- 
ceipts in the hands of their creditors in order 
to secure mortgages and future credit. 

Those who are not in neeq of ready cash are 
holding their crops unti] the market gets better, 
consequently the class of people who are the 
most liberal spenders, with carnival attractions, 
i. e., the working class, have no money. 

There are a great many ‘“‘Buy-a-Bale’’ move- 
ments which have relieved conditions in a small 
way. Whether or not these plans are practical 
and will help conditions in general remains to 
be seen.

THE MAN IN THE CELLAR. 
(In Five Parts.) 


? By Films Lloyd, Inc. 

This is the second release of the Webb De- 
tective Series, and presents another gripping 
photoplay that should have no trouble in hold- 
ing an audience on edge up to the final scene. 
In this the clever author has presented a motion 
picture subject of more than ordinary worth. 
Action is furnished in atundance and dramatic 
moments are plentiful during the unraveling 
of the complicated mystery, to say nothing of 
other surprises. The entire story has been 
cleverly woven together in a manner that is 
most effective. 

The picture has been produced in Europe, ap- 
parently Germany, and one of its chief merits 
is the manner in which the play has been put 
on. The sets have been arranged with a lavish 
hand wherever necessary, and nothing has been 
overlooked in giving the picture the desired 
atmosphere. The scenes are of unusual depth 
and the lighting is of a quality that is seldom 
duplicated in our American films. Like the 
author, the producer of this picture deserves 
great credit. The photography is also of the 
highest order, and a dual rele is handled cleverly 
through double exposures, which in themselves 
present high-class camera and laboratory work. 

The cast includes a capable collection of 
players, headed by Max Landa in the dual 
role and Ernest Reiches as the detective. Both 
the principals are easily up to standard and 
take good care of the work entrusted fo them, 
receiving able support from the minor char- 
acters. 

The story concerns the disappearance of Lord 
Thomas Rawson and his impersonation by a 
crook who resembles him. Lord Rawson is an 
officer in the army, and is as®aulted in bis home 
by a band of thieves who steal government 
papers and make him prisoner. The detective 
finds him in a cellar and gradually gets on the 
trail of the crooks, finally running them down 
after many adventures and delivering them at 
police headquarters. A clever bit is intro- 
duced when the thieves shoot at the detective 
in the dark, using hie lighted cigar as a target. 
On lighting up the room they find that the cigar 
is fastened on the wall and the detective gone. 
The play runs along at a rapid pace, and, all 
the exploiters have been fortunate in 
digging out The Man in the Cellar.—PETE.

Form Treble Clef Co.—To 
Release Two Subjects 
Weekly 


New York, Oct. 5.—Two prominent men in 
the music publishing business have started in 
what might be termed the film game, and their 
bew business is making motion pictures of cele- 
brated song writers, such as Henry Waterson, 
Louis Bernstein and Irving Berlin. The sul- 
jects are to be in 1,000-foot lengths, the first 
600 feet of which are to be comedy, written 
around the writer of the song, and the last 400 
feet to be devoted to motion pictures depicting 
the story of the song. Something along this 
idea has been attempted by some of the film 
manufacturers and has been comparatively suc- 
cessful. However, euch an organization as the 
Treble Clef organization, backed up by well- 
known men in the song publishing business and 
experienced men in the film business, should 
create the most popular brand of this class of 
pictures. 

It is the idea of the Treble Clef people to 
sell State rights and to let each man controlling 
each territory to his own bookings instead of 
doing them from the home office. Al rights 
to motion pictures of the songs issued by this 
company are held by the Tretle Clef Motion 
Picture Compaay, Inc. No expense will be 
The plan as out- 
lined will constitute two releases weekly. The 
officers of the company are Henry Water®on, 
President; Louis Bernstein, Treasurer, and 
Harry Cohn, general manager. Mr. Waterson 
is connected with the firm of Waterson, Berlin 
& Suyder. Mr. Bernstein is connected with 
the Shapiro, Bernstein & Company, and Mr. 
Cohn has until recently been connected with 
the Universal Film Manufacturing Company, 
and is a brother of Jack Cobn, editor of The 
Animated Weekly. 


NEW LAW FOR SHIPPING FILMS. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The new shipping safety 
regulations for moving picture films took effect 
today. As per order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Heginning today motion pic- 
ture films can not be shipped except in tightly 
closed metal cases inclosed in a strong, spark- 
proof wooden box, or in spark-proof boxes made 
of sheet-iron. 

Formerly, under the law’s regulation, films 
could be shipped in fiber-board cases. The new 
film regulations are part of those governing 
shipment of explosives and other dangerous 
articles,

New York, Oct. 3.—The formation of the Al- 
liance Films Corporation, as announced in the 
last issue of The Billboard, marks the entrance 
of another of high class in the moving picture 
field.

Film Co. and Select Photoplays Co. will be 
among the manufacturers supplying the new 
program.
